. It's a little unsettling to read that 
five boys accosted another on the 
street and robbed him of $3— not in 
Lps Angeles, New York or Chicago, 
falit at Sixth Avenue' and Third Street 
East in Twin Falls. 

At the same time this was reported 
Wednesday, it was announced that a 
second group, four Juveniles and one 
Just over the age limit that separates 
■ adults from juveniles, is accused of 
perpetrating a burglary in Twin Falls. 

This doesn't mean that the younger 
generation "in Twin Falls is turning 
into a bad lot, or even that any great 
number of them are headed for lives 
of crime. , But it is enough of a shock- 
er to indicate that it can happen here 
and we shouldn't get complacent 
about the virtues of our ''nice, little 
city." 

There are all sorts of enjoyable and 
beneficial activities offered for the 
youth of Twin Falls. There is an ex- 
tensive and well-guided city recrea- 
tioa program conducted throughout 
the summer. There are Boy Scout 
camp activities, YMCA and VWCA, 
Camp Fire Girl and Salvation Army 
youth group programs of camping, 
touring and stay-at-home recreation, 
and many other ,church or organiza- 
tional sponsored activities designed 



tb' keep"youths busy and happy. 

But there always seems to be a 
small group that is not reached by 
these programs. Either they consider 
themselves too" old for organized 
recreation, pr they are Just social 
misfits who belligerently resist any 
attempt to guide their lives. 

Chances are, if^sdmeone keeps a 
close enough watch on these young- 
sters so that they don't get too many, 
chances to become involved in crime, . 
most of them will girow up and out of 
their confused adolescent Umbo and 
.will make 'decent, useful citizens. . 

Parents, of course, are Initially re- 
sponsible for keeping an eye on their 
offspring, but there are limitations on 
.what they can do, and they must have 
a big helping hand from the local 
.police force. 

Nobody should suggest that the 
-police need to start making wholesale 
arrests of juveniles for minor in- 
fractions. But It might be helpful for 
police to let themselves be seen con- 
sistently around places where foot- 
loose youths congregate,- so that-the- 
youngsters get the message that 
somebody is keeping an eye on them. 

In Twin Falls, the juvenile problem, 
has not yet gotten out of hand. Let's 
hope we can keep things that way.< 



WASHINGTON (NEA)-A sys- 
tcmatic poll of graduate atid un- 
dergraduate studonts at one of 
the top dozen American colleges 
Indicates that the use of drugs 
on campuses may be more wide- 
spread than heretofore imag- 
ined. 

The school has very high aca- 
demic standards. 

The poll showed that 20 per 
cent of tho undergraduate stu- 
dents and 8 per cent of the grad- 
uate students, had used marl- • 
juana at some' time. Apparently, 
about half of these undergradu- 
^'es-were "current users," hav- 
ing used the drug within seven 
days before the poll. 

TTio poll wai. accomplished 
by anonymous . questionnaires. ' 
Ninety per cent of the under- 
graduate and graduate student 
body answered. 

Approximately a fifth of the 
. unde rgraduate students expect 
to use marijilana in the future— 
at least onco'br twice, 

Though only 8 per cent of the 
undergraduates say they have 
used LSD In the past (and only 
l.I per cent are using LSD at 



present), 12 per cent expect to 
use LSD some'tlme or other In 
tho future. 

, In their, answers to the ques- 
tionnaires, roughly four-/Jfths of 
the undergraduate students snid 
they favored some legal way by 
which people could use mari- 
juana. Some favored open sale. 
Some favored cohtrols of vari- 
oils types. 

Most students favored tight 
controls for LSD. About half 
thought it should only be avail- 
able for genuine research. 

On their Questionnaires, .soma 
students told why they use dope. 

One blamed tJorcdom "pot is 
sort of like the flicks— yOu ask ■ 
yourself what to. do tonight . . , 
If there isn't anything particu- 
larly exciting, you get stoned." 

Some said their experiences 
were "pleasant, like alcohol." 

The majority— the nonusers^ 
also commented. 

Said one: "My moral code re- 
quires that I maintain the maxi- 
mum possible control over my 
mind and senses. Taking drugs 
. . . has tho effect of removing 
that control. It Is thcrctoro mor- 



ally wrong for, me to use these 
dj-iigs,'' 

-Some called drugs a "crutch." 
Others called drug use "debas- 
ing." 

One -asked: ,"Can actual hap- 
piness be found in a pill . .. .7 
Not by retreating into a mental 
shell but by active living and 
Jove for our fellow man will a 
person feel complete and satis- 
fled." 

Remember that most of the 
users, tKpugh a minority in this 
college, were among the top stu- 
dents in their high scliool class- 
es, or they would not have been 
admitted to this particular 
school. 

The stfidy of the answers of 
the drug users seems lo Indicate 
.that we in soclctyhavc given 
them no^. strong standards on 
which to base meir lives. 
"" We have moved sharply ahead 
In our schools in pushing the In- 
fellcctual approach. We have not 
paralleled that advance in the 
schools With a strong spiritual' 
base on our communities that 
gives these bright young people 
somotKing to live for.

Congress properly is leery about 
falling to do something the vot- 



unjust because h'e had been 
charged with acts which are rot' 
specifically prohibited by a Sen< 
ate rule or federal taw. As the 
guy who tooW the .bill, the voter 
takes the logical view that pub- ■ 
lie office is a public trust and 
that an elected official should 
behave himself ns n matter ol 
ethics, law or no law. . 

Besides, both the Dodd and 
Powell cases revealed the loop-' 
hole. There is no such thing as 
an outside inquiry into the mo- 
tives of a member of Congress 
because of the Constltulonal pro- 
visions designed to protect Con- 
gress's independence from nn 
unfriendly President or a hos- 
tile judiciary. Thus, if ConRress . 
is to' police (tsolf it must fiavo 
rules governing that policing job 
and providing punishment for 
violations. 

Sen. Cast has pointed out'tho 
advantages of disclosure. Dis- 
closure is prctcntlve because tho 
knowledge thiil'a'Congrcssman's 
financial interests are known 
will cause him to think twicn 
before engaging In any skul- 
duggery. It is automatic; with 
the facts known, the public can 
make its own judgmenl. And it 
would . .be informative for tho 
voter at election time. 

Both houses are now toiling on 
a code ot ethics. But a code of 
chtlcs won't be worth a Powcll- 
for-Presldent button unless tho 
legislators are forced to disclose 
how much oil stock they hold 
and how pally they are with 
Wall Street. When a member of 
Congress casts his vote it is not 
only -nice but essential to kno>v 
what might be In It for him. 



A Step Forward 



You can't go to the Internal Rev- 
enue Service and see your neighbor's 
Income tax return, or storm into tho 
Pentagon and demand a copy ot the 
minutes of the last meeting of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, but thanks to 
Public Law 89-'187, your right to peek 
behind the bureaucratic curtain in 
which big government cloaks Itself 
hns been greatly enhanced. 

In the past, a person asking to see 
documents in a particular govern- 
ment agency had to prove, to tho 
Eiittlsfactlon of tho agency, that he had 
a demonstrable need for tho Informa- 
tion. 

Under tho new law, which went Into 
effect on July 4, any person may re- 
quest Informotlon from a Rovommont 
agency. Furthermore, tho agency 
must provide n reading room, h list 
of ndminlslralive mnterlnls li n d 
photocopying equipment for public 
use. 

If n request for Informntlon is 
denied, tho burden of Justifying the 



denial rests with the agency. If the 
private citizen sUU thinlts he should 
heve tho Information, he can file suit 
against tho agency denying It. 

Tho government's files have not 
been flung wide open by any means. 
Material falling within nine cate- 
gories — silch as national defense 
secrets, foreign policy documents, 
personnel records— is exempted. 

Tho law hns already been criticized 
as being fuzzy, confusing and open to 
varying interpretations ns to what is 
exempted and what Is not. Some 
agency officials foresee no effect on 
their information policies; others pre- 
dict a rash of lawsuits to test tho law 
In the courts. , 

Congress will keep nn eye on tho 
Implementation of tho law, promises 
its House sponsor, Rep, John Moss, 
D-Cniif. 

"The objective of tho new law Is 
clear," says Moss. "How well Itworks 
Will depend on bow effectively tho 
people exorcise thoir gunrnntoo of 
access to tho facts of government."

Tlio slMi of tlin American commitment in 
Vietnnn) nppfnrs on tho vergu of becoming 
nlmost nn big nn Innue as llio commitment 
Itself. 

Two years ago, tho military asked and 
ehortly tliereaftur began receiving (lie flmt 
rontlngcnts of what was lo bcco|no nearly 
hnlf a million men. 

For n timo It seemed tn turn tho tide. The 
mnsslvo application n( U.S. troops', did not 
bring victory or oven give nny indication of 
wlicn victory ml|;lit conic. But It did aclilovo 
n stalomalo of sorts which permitted mill- 
lary. kuders to dcclarii, apparently .with 
accuracy, tliat they woru "no Iiingor los- 
ing" tho war, 

However, now thoro are rumbles thn^ tho 
tide In turning back the other way again, 
flint Cdmniimiat forces nro galn'ng fln 
]>cr hand. Tho reason Is an Increase In tho 
iiunil>er of ComnninlHl troops, 

In tliii two years since tho American 
hlllldup iwgan, tho enemy has also Incroan- 
ed his force from nn cKlmntcd total nf 113,- 
noo to 203,000. And in guerrilla warfare it 
taken nN'many nn 10 organized troops tn 
counter a nlnglo guerrilla, 

It In not quite clear what hocnmo nf all 
(liofio rouy ansurances from columnist' Jo< 
noph Alsnp and others Ihnt (lie enemy rnnkn 
mm boinfc deelinated by tho bombing 
o[ Ififlltrntinn routes and 'hy denorllonn, 
liut (lie Communist forcu continues to grow. 

In fact. It has grown no much that tho 
Pentagon in now pressuring Presldlint John- 
nun ami Dofonso SccretaryrRobort 9.

WASHINGTON. (AP)-Scnate- 
Housc conferees, threatened 
with a nationwide rail strike 
unless they act by Saturday on 
antlstrike legislation, ore con- 
sidering a compromise plan that 
actually may lead to a walliout. 

Six shopcraft unions, ,prc- 
'.vlousiy blocked twice by Con- 
gress from carrying out a 
tlireatencd strike, say they will 
withdraw their current no-strIke 
pledge if the contrees fail to 
agree by the end of this week on 
a plan to avert a strike. 

But the compromise now un- 
der consideration would put into 
effect a five-man board's rec- 
ommendations, for a settlement 
unless they were rejected by 
both houses of Congress. The 
unions consider such a settle- 
ment lo be compulsory arbilra- 
tion, which a union leader says 
probably would lead lo an im- 
mediate striiie. 

"We could be on strike In 20 
minutes" it Congress enacts 
legislation to force a wage set- 
tlement, President P.L. "Roy" 
Siemiller of the AFL^CIO Inter- 
national Association of Machin- 



ists said Wednesday. The 
Machinists Union Is one of.those 
threatening a walkout. 

The conferees are trying to 
cbmpromlsQ between a Senate- 
passed- bill, which follows ad- 
ministration proposals for com- 
pulsory sctucmcnt, and the 
House version, which merely 
would- cxlencl for 90 days the 
period during which a strike is 
prohibited. 

Under the proposed compro- 
mise, the board's recommenda- 
tions would take effect after 90 
days unless rejected by both 
hoti-^es of Congress. 

Th6 six unions— also Includ- 
ing electricians, boilermakers. 
sheet mcla! workers, carmen 
and firemen and oilers— arc de- 
manding a C.5 percent pay hike 
this year and 5 per cent next 
year, plus 12.5 cents an hour in 
each of the two years tor skilled 
workers. They now average 
$2.!M an hour, with skilled work- 
's earning up to S3.0S an hour. 
The railroads have offered a 6 
per cent hike for an IS-monlh 
agreement plus a five-cent skill 
increase.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Johnson's dispatch of three 
U. S. plaflcs't6"lhc Coneo may 
have C051 him political ground 
He gained in following a cau- 
tious course ■Jn the Middle East 
■crisis, 



•After the quick Israeli .victory 
over the Arabs there was dem- 
onstrable satisfaction in the 
_country_ihat_the-Jrc5ident^hfld 
prevented any indirect Ameri- 
can involvement in the war. 

But Johnson's ' unheralded ac- 
tion In dispatching transport 
planes and about 150 men.to the 
rebellion-tom Congo iiuresponse 
to a request by President Jo- 
seph D. Mobutu soured the 
congenial atmosphere, at least 
in Congress. 

Critics ■ said Johnson acted 
precipitously ' to poke into the 
domestic aftain of a country 
where the United States had no 
vital Interests and where it was 
rot lis primary responsibility to 
keep the peace. 

One result, in the opinion of 
influcnllnl members of Con- 
gress, could be a slow-down in 
any executive move at this time 
to enlarge the American mili- 
tary commitment In Vietnam. ■ 

They argue that Johnson, al- 
ways Keenly aware of the trend 
of congressional and public 
' opinion, can only conclude that 
. a great number of Americans 
are overly tired of having the 
United States police the world.' 

This attitude could be rfr 
fleeted "fn public reaction 
against any spectacular move to 
intensify this Vietnam war by 
substantially increasing troop 
commitments or expandine the 
bombing. \
